Ihen the Gzecian Monarchy flouriſhed with 
» - molt glozy,triumphing over the greateſt part 
of Chziſtendome, as is recozded in the large 
annuall Regiſters of Frittone(ſurnamed ths 
5 Wie) pꝛeſervers ot the never dying fame, and 
ever memozable acts of "the wazthies of this time: There then 
ſoly\wayed the awfal impericus Crolon x Scepter, an Em⸗ 
perour named Don Bellanco, who thzough his rare vertues, 

gentle affability,yallant conditions, ropal and heroick desde, 
his admirable regard, moſt great care in the auminiſtratian 
of equall juſtice tc his ſubjects, not taking the ones right ta 
make .the other rich, was of them ſo highly admired and reve⸗ 
ronted that che ſuperfluity of woꝛds in revealing it, would im⸗ 
pov 55 115 er then inrich the perpetuity of his never dying 
glozy, This Emperoz was alfogethec in his vouth inclined # 
indes zned with deſire of hanghty attempts, the conquering of 
kran Nations, Ringdoms * he — er 
reſted, 
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Or, The Honour of Chivalrie, 7 
g immoztall tryumph, to tbe famous, and everaglozions Ci⸗ 

ty of Conſtantinople, from whence were diſpatched-in his be- 
half, to demand in marriage the Pꝛinceſſe Clarinda, Daugh⸗ 
ter te Toloian, Ming of Helperia, to whom in Embally were 
kent perſonages ſufficient to make known his high magnifi- 
cence,among whom went as chief the King ofttungaria(coufim 
te the Emperoꝛ)⁊ the Pꝛince of Maccdon, with many Dukes 
and Lozvs, with the haughtieſt pomp, and royalleft ſhew of 
Enibaſſage that ever went to anyPofentate. This underſtood 


by the Jberian Ring, he in perfon.came:to meet them,muſing: 


at the ſudden comming of ſuch Tates to ſeek him from ſoifar 
Countrpes: who being (een of them, with great courteſie that 
abounded in them, alighted, doing him that dufy that might 
appertain ta ſuch a king,whi perceiving if, with the like lo⸗ 
lemnity entertained them, where over-paſſing their gree- 
tings, they remagunted on hozſe-back, and by the way bzief- 
ly diſcourſed of many things, untill they arrived at the fa⸗ 
mous City of Hiſpaſis, where they were received again with 
many very ſumptuous ſhewes, pzepared only foz that purpoſe, 
to expꝛeſſe the greatneſſe of his fate : and appzoaching the 
ropall Pall ace of Hiſpalis,they alighted,the King Toloian lea- 
ding in one hand the Ring of Hungary. ond Macedon in the os 


ther hand, entred the great Pall, where the Qu eene and the 


Pzinceſſs Clarinda with divers Pers,erpected their arrival, 
and moſt majsffically received them anew, and the Ring of 
Hungaria kn&led to the Queen, deũring to kifſeher hand, but 
che refraining it;tok him up in her arms, embzacing and ho⸗ 
nonring him as wozthily as the dignity of hiseſtate meritev, 
doing the like unto the Pacedonian Pzincs andother nobles 
that alſo pzoffrated themſelves befoze the Pzinceſſe,who en⸗ 
tertained them with ſuch gallant grace, that they greatly ad- 
mired at her rare beauty, t ſingular perfections, thinking the - 
feives happy,to have ſo abſolute a Lady foztheir ©mpeſlc, 
Nd ſoner ended their ſalutations but the tables being laid, 
they ſate down, and were uſed accoꝛding to their magniſicẽcs: 
afterward ther had appointed them large and rich lodgings, ve 
his _ command in in the 48 0 the * 
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Dos Bellianis of Greece, r 
to honcur thein) the two Rings. The next mozning were 
ſummoned the chief Loꝛds to Parliament, and their pꝛeſent 
audience to the Ringly Embaſſavours, who being thither ſent 
foz to their Senate hou'e, delivered from their Loꝛd and Em⸗ 
perour their Embeſley: fox which the Spaniſh Ring reſted 
highly contented, x replied he was fully determined to acco2b 


with thgEmperours requeſt, therewith remaining highlo 


ſatiſtt ed and ſo they might pꝛepare themſelves foz in ten days 
che t they ſhould be pꝛovided or all neteſſaries: whersat they 
greatlp rejoiced, ſo did the Qneene and Pzincs's with that 
marriage, having befo2e heard of the Emperours rare t ab⸗ 
folate conditions. At length al things ozdered,they departed 
leaving the Court in great ſolitude, thꝛough the Pꝛinceſſes 
abſence. who with her train, continued their dailp journeys, 
till they came to Conſtantinople, where they were welcomed 
and the nuptials ſolemnized with moſt magnificent triumphs, 
toꝛneps, and all manner of paſtimes, accozding to the greatnes 
of (1 uch elkates, | |

Or the Vilkozy doth recozd, chat in pꝛoceſſe of 
time the Emperour Don Bellaneo had of the 
Empercſte Clarinda thzee ſons, the eldeſt cal⸗ 
SV) Ft led DonBcllianis of Greece, that inherited the 
Ewa Empire after his fathers death: the ſecend 
Don Clarmeo of Spain: the third, Don Lucidamore of Theflaly, 
who not only in valour and military diſcipline , equalled 
their father.but excelled all other of their time, in all gallant 
and wozthy heroycall exerciſes : inſomuch that all men had 
them in high admiration, eſpecially the pꝛince Don Bellianis, 
that was educated as his royall ſtate merited,and the heir of 
fuch an Empire required, untill he came to the age of eight 
| ; | Years, 
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years. in which: no Donzell in the Tourt(though he doubled 
his yeares\could ercell him (there being very many) chietly 
the Pzince of Macedons fon, by name Den Brianeli: another of 
the King of Hungary, called Don Arſi leo the ffrong, thzough 
his extellive ſtrength: foz being knighted, he would often be⸗ 
tween his arms [mother puiſſant Knights, ſo that next the 
Pꝛince he was accounted chiefeſt. In which time they were 
inftructed and taught thoſe things as fitted ſuch Pꝛinces, 
wherein they ſo well -p2ofited, but ſpecially the Paince Don 
Bellianis , Who much applied hfmſelf to muſick, that in thoſe 
dayes none ſurpalled him: that the Emperour ſceing him lo 
much given unto it, was not flack in pꝛoviding foz him ths 
extellenteſt tutoꝛs that might be found: to wham, « thole he 
had the Pꝛince highly rewarded, In which wozthy exerciſe he 
buſted himſelk till he perfected the age of twelve years, with 
ſuch fozwardneſſe, that every one admired him aſfuredly ima⸗ 
gaining that in the compaſs of the whole earth was notla moꝛe 
excellent and rare ſpirit. . 
At this time he was taught the ſcience of arms, in which he 
ſhewed him elt ſo expert, as it were a thing he ſh2uld y inhs⸗ 
ritance pofſefle,that he ſeemed to need no teacher. In this 
exerciſe he ſpent two vears. About which time the Emperour 
being dsſfirous to hunt in a ſpacious Feoareſt, thꝛe miles di⸗ 
ſtant from the Citp, and being pꝛovided of al! neceſlaries he 
doparted to it with the Empereſſe, and his ſon Don Bellianis, 
leaving his two bꝛethꝛeu in Court, that then deſired not to go 
with them, but there accompanied them Don Brianell, and the 
Pꝛince Arſileo, with many Knights. and Lozds of high 
eſteem with ſo great and royal train, as they were going to 


pitch a'battell. The Paince Don Bellanis,did lead by the 


reines the Empereſſe his mothers Palfrey,and the Emperoz 
went conlozted with the Pzince Arſi leo, and Don Brianell, of 


: whom he reſted greatly ſatisfied. 


In this equi page, within a while they arrived af the place 


where ſtraight their ſpoꝛt began, with the noiſe of hounds 
and hoꝛns, they dꝛowned the Eccho of their own voyces. A 


while after, from that five the 9 pꝛeſſe ſat, there iſſued fozth

the Empꝛello, ſaw that the Bear, with vivelith fury; having

a L ton and a Bear, with ſo ſwift a courſe, that though they 
would have hid themſelves, they could not find any place. 
The Lion ran fraight againſt the Pzince, who although it 
ſomewhat ſcared him, did not therefoze fear him, hut with an 
undaunted heart ſet himſelfe befoze him, with his {wozd in 
hand which at his fide he woze, but the Lion joyned with 
him ſo ſuddenly, that he wounded him ſozely in the fozebead, 
and griping him between his arms, t3zult one of his pawes 
info his lech, making a veep wound: but the Paince nat diſ⸗ 
mayed thereat, not loſing his conragious mind, gave ſuch a 
thzuft from his arms downwards, right to his heart, that the 
Lion thꝛough ertream pain left him. Then looking towards 


overthzown the Pꝛince his couſin, again which his great 
ſtrength nothing pzevailed, dꝛagged him over the mountain 
tops, which he ſeeing, although grievoully worded, and the 
Lion not ſtirring, ſtraight took his-hozſe, and with all ſperd 
followed the way the Bear had taken, not reſpecting the many 
Knights that went in his reſcue, noz the oul⸗cries, 
fozbidding his enterpaize, fearing he ſhould faint though 
the much blond he had loſt by his wounds: but rounterpots 
fing all theſe things with the great love he bare his Couſin, 
fayed nat, but in all haſt chzu@ himſelfinto thoſe great and 
thicke Gzovss, thzough which he leftgreatquantity of his 
blond, that it was no little grief unto him, being on foot; fog 
the way was ſo thick and nanght, that it was impollible foz 
him to ride therein. foz elſe the running of his Yozſe would 
have put him in ertream danger. Wat continuing hi; 


 thzongh that fearfull Grove, following the noile et a lamen- 


table and pittifuil cry which he heard: and being unable ta 


paſſe further though weary faintneſſe,fet him down, and ſce- 


ing how much bloud he had loft by his wounds, and the dan- 
ger which he knew his loving Couſin to be in. put him inte 
a melancholy ſozrow. | | 

But long was he not ſo, by reaſon of a great noiſe, that ſud 
denly aroſe out ol the thicket thergby, whereat he faintly —

gan to riſe. And looking what might be the cauſe thereof, law 
the moſt hozrible and fearfull bear, haſting ts the place where

ran to aſſault him. but by the Lions experience he caſt himſelf

I ſeek out our company, and [ee pour wounds d2efſed. J am 
not at this pꝛeſeut (replyed Don Bdliams)in ſuch necefity,bus 
may accoinpany you, vet would A gladly know what ſtrange 
adventure is in von hollow Cave. - Foz as God hall help 
me, we hither are not came without ſome ſpetiall ſecret, It 
behn ves gau nat now, (ſaid Arſileo) foz your wounds will not 
fuſfen you; to uno the end of this ſtrange adventure. Foz 
in the lingring ol your cure „ you may endanger your ſelf 
greatly. Never may it be ſaid replyed Don Bellianis that A 
hence part ann not know it. Mhereupon hand in hand, they 
went till they came to the cave, whoſe obſcure darknefſe was 
able to daunt theKouteS heart · But thoſe hanghty Pzinces 
arrives there foartes:of an thing e had ſcarce entred the ſame 
ten pates, but Don Amleounable to paſs further, mas maugre 
his firength)thzult fozth : and though he aſſayed to reenter, 
vet couly he not, but was with greater foxce ſtill rebated 
back, hich ortreamly grisved him, (ing he could not enter 
to help his couſin.

Thou art not permitted ( poo? captive donzell) to read the 
Wetters of the bzazen Piller, foz J will hinder thee there- 
ol, being here placed foz the lame purpoſe, untill the Pzophe- 
tie be fulfilled. which it confaineth, - The Pꝛince reſted 


greatly amazed fo (ee ſo miſhapen a onſter, that he ſuppoſed 


him ſome inkern all ſhadow, ſoner then a moꝛztall ſubſtance. 
But he with a never vanted mind, made this reply, J may 
not enter battsll with thee (thou fearfull-beaſt) having not 
vet received the oꝛder al Knighthod,which if J had, although 
thou ſhouldeſt never ſo much gainſay it, vet 4 would not go. 
hence untill ſuch time as J had read them. 
Noreaſon ſhal ſerve thee (replied the Giant ) to keep the 
from death by m hands, foz here was I ſet foz that purpoſs 
to welcome him with it, that ſhould pzeſume to enter this my 
fozbidden habitation · And ſo ending his ſpech , he let too's 
the furious Bear, which with: his devitiſ paws ran againt(t 
the Pzince, and the Giant laying hand to a great (iter han⸗ 


ging at his ſide did the like, & being —— him a 


mighty blow on the head: but he that 
ſmiter, then the Beares Erengtb,thout | 

between the Giants armes, that derrmilid gt burt him, ma⸗ 
king the blow gain, and the ſmiter wich the ſwilt faꝛce 
it carried, lighted on the ground alem ont ot his hand. Pean⸗ 
while the Pꝛinte ſtrosk the Gyant upon the thigh,which no 
moꝛe hurt him then had it faln on an a damant: which he per⸗ 
teiving, turned to the bear, vet could ng moas.wound him then 
the Gyant: which vexed him to the heart and ſeeing theGiant 
returned upon him, got behind the iller, whereon the letters 
were,vling it as a chield. But the Gyant at this time ſo ſud- 
dainly came upon htm, that he could ſcarce effec it,. who rai⸗ 
ing his ſteled ſmiter with both hands, gave him ſuch a migh⸗ 
ty blow on the head, that he thought it parted in ta vet it 
did him no harm, ſave that ive 1 thereof fozted him 
backwards 
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backſward two 92 thzee eps. At this time the bear t ok hold 
ok his arm? with his pawes, that renting his hunting jscket, 

wounded him ſozely; hut (ing birt elf in ſo iminent dan⸗ 
cer; was once again fozced to take the Piller foz his defence, 
whereon he eſpicd a (word fixed, whoſe wozkmenlyip wa 5 
ſuch, that the like in no time was ever ſeen wherein he mee 

at that time rejopced, then had he ben inveſted univerſall 
3939 of the whole earth oz made a greater Monarch then his 
Father. And without delay ſfepping to it, very eaſily and 
lightly dzew it kozth which he had ns ſoner done, but tht 
there was heard a moſt hozrible nopſe, as if the diſſolution of 


. the wozld was then, that unable to and was fain to get hold 
ef the Piller.

Gꝛeatly were the two Pzinces amazed hereby, not 
vnderſtanding thoſe wozdes , though plainelp they were 
meant by Don Bellianis, ſeeing he had ended the adven- 
ture.

This Lady was led between two knights, ancient and ok 


great gravity,and on her attended twelve Damoſels in h. 
ſante liverp, all ſhewed by their faces ſome heavy c aufe df mes

themſelves on the ground: whirh he ſeeing, did the like and 
intreated them to riſe: to which ſhe ſatd, Þ will not rife moſt 
excellent Pꝛinte, untill yeu have frſt granted my demand. 
J do grant it gracious Lady) ſaid the Pꝛinte, and not only 
that, but many others, foʒ my deſire is only to ſerve fuch as 
your own ſelf, 

J do render many infinif thanks (replyed che) neither did 
I lc foz leffe from ſo high and honoured a Paince as you, 
gaarded with ſuch ropall bounty, andmagnificent ercellen- 
cy; and riſinz, took him by the hand, and entered the chan:

Therenpon the Prince 
was uncloath ed by thoſe Wadpes, and one of them dzefſed him 
moſt skilfully, having great knowledge in that art, and being

J 
may arm my ſelf atoff. I think it a meer madnelle ( ſaid the 
Pꝛzinte to hazard peur perſcn in lo iminent a dangar : foꝛ be- 
ſides that the comming fozth ſeems ſo difficult, J belecve peu 
hardly will be ſuffered to ſee what kind of people doth inha⸗ 
bit it, and ſo have ſcarce time to uſe your armour. J can do no 
etherwile (ant wered the Emperour / foꝛ it weuld be imputed 
to my everlaſting ſhame, ik J ſhould ſuffer this wong to paſſes 
unxuniſhed,o2 net uſing that which my ſtate binds me to. So 
diſmounting, he was diſarined, and getting hold of the rope, 
taking with him his ſhield, he clymed thereby to the Caſtle 
top, as eaſily as it he had gone up a pair of ſtairs, and calling 
koꝛ his armour Don Brianell began to ty it fo the Cozd. But 
it other wiſe fell out then he imagined: koꝛ though the Caſtle 
gallery, he ſaw above ten nights, purſued by two moſt fear 
full Giants and. ten ot her knights, that laid on them 
great and mighty blowes, which the Emperour ſee ing and 
wanting time fo arm himſelf, imbzaced his ſtrong ſhield, and 
oppoſed himlelf againſt the Gyan ts, talling unto the knights 
p they chould turn e not cowardly fly fog fear.

meaning themſelvesſo valiantly that the Emperoz with the 


ſurpalling ſtrength he uſed, loſt much bloud by his wounds, 
which at length made him being furiouſiy moved, hoyſt his e⸗ 
nemy in the air, t thzew him ts the ground even in the place 
where he came up, © quickly puſhing him with his hands, 


tumbled him headlong over the tower, that with the kal he di⸗ 


gdꝛpet leaſt he might re vive lo king out of a window he cal⸗ 
led to Don Br ianel to kil him befoze he rofe, who ſtraight cut 
off his head. By this time the clearneſs of the moꝛning began 
to ſhew it ſelf,when the Emperoꝛ looking toward the ſtying 


Knights perceived them to be put to the wozft, by reaſon of 


one whoſe val our excelled the reſt, ſe med to be of high deſcent 
and their commander, which the Emperoz ſee ing, took one of

greatly pꝛaiſing him foz that hee had ſeen him do (though 
he much had endangered him) would not any otherwiſe hurt 
him, but going to ſuccoꝛ the knights ol the Cattle , ſaw they 
had valianfly reſiſted their adverſaries, and ſo ſwing every 
thing accompliſhed to his dellre, kneeled and rendered God 
great thanks foz his delivery from ſo gceat danger, being the 
gresteſt he ever had been in,finding himſelf vnarmed.

And calling Don Brianell, they told him what the knight 
would have, who very jopfull, becauſe they told him, he was 
in no danger of deat h. ſtraight OP p the Cattle ſtairs, 
where the Emperour was, greatly donbfing his life, by rea- 
ſon he enterpꝛiſed that adventure, without armour, and went 
to the place where they uncloathed him, and there dꝛeſte d his 
wounds which done, he knxeled down, demanding his royall 
hands to kifſe them.

ſton. Hereupon the knights wet ſtraight & dꝛeſled his wounds 

though he had loſt much blood, ſee med couragious as if he 
werc at liberty.

J know that your 
name ſo fearfull anaong all Gentiles) being publiſhed in the 
Soldan of Siconias court , with the great deſtruction made 
of his people by vou, and in all Pagani me moved him by pꝛo⸗ 
miſe to bind him elt to give the one halfe of his dominions, 
with the marriage of his daughter by whoſe valour your head 
were bzought him. Alſs pꝛomiſing, chat if in the enterpꝛ iſe he 
died, the halfof his laid dominions, ſhculd netwithſtanding 
be granted to his ſucceſſive heirs.

knight of the Caſtle being very circumſpec in ſuch matters 
made ſhew to await him covering himſelf very well with his 


ſhield: and ſeeing the blow came right downward on his head, 


cloſed between his arms, that he could not ſtrike him, ſave on⸗ 
ly with his ſwozd hilts, which was ſo mightily, that he could 
not foz a while feel himſelt: and with the ſtrength thercof the 
ſ wo fel out of his hands, hãging at his arm by a little chain, 
the knight in the clofing'wounded him on the arme with a 
thzuſt, which reũſted by the armour, ran between the harneſs 


and his elbow making him no little wound, and Don Bellianis 


ſeeing him ſo nigh tok him between his arms, and ſpurr ing 
his hozſe. hoyſted him very lightly from the ſaddle : the 
knight likewiſe getting hald of him, ſo long ſtrugled together 
that both came to the ground, almoſt one foot hanging in the 
ſtirrop, and bzavely holding together, ſtrived to overthzow 


each other, not varing to loſe their hold, ſo greatly they feared 


tee overmatched ſtrẽgth of one another: while they were thus 
in this ſtrife, from out the thickeſt of the wood, they eſpied the

ter to paſſe unknowns though his knights, that where they 
allailed the painces,imagining tbe Emperoz to be Don Gal- 
lanco,t therefoze ſo furionlly aCaultcd. them as is exmeſſed. 
But the Emperouz fearing that Don Gallaneo{having that 
oppoꝛtunitie fo effec his determination would diſcover him⸗ 
ſelk to his knights, called to him one of thaſe men that came 
from the Caftell,+ comm nded him with all ſpeed poſſible to 
half him to Conſiantinople, i tel the king of Hungame in what 
neceſlitis he left him, telling him his name, whichtall that 
time he had not diſcovered to any of the Caſtell. Aud putting 
oft his Gantlet, gabe him his ropall ſeale ol Armes, which the 
Bing very well Unew , commanding him he auld with all 
ſpeed returne.

ANT reaſons of theſe remozcelefſe ends, the

"hisbace,caltedto them who when they heard his voice, e ſaw 
his tate: ſtraight knew him, greatly amazed at fuch a chance, 
.and'teaving the fight againſt the Pzinces ran to-anbaace him 
not knowing the caule,why that knight ſhould be then armen 
Er 
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them yet couldhe not ſtay him. And Don Gallaneo ſeingthat 
oppoztumity which effersd him aud not minding to ſpend. his 
time in ſpeeches with his men, ſaid . Now is it reqmũte (ah 
knights that you revenge me on him that weareth mp armoz. 
Foz know, if you take him oz ſlay him, cur enterpatze theres 
with is ended, foꝛ he is the Emperoz of Conſtantinople, hom 
we came from far Countries to ſeek, being hs that hath flain 
my nights, and took me pꝛiſoner, uſing me as pou have ſeen; 
Ahe RNnights that aimed at no other mark, together in atrop 
ſet upon the r and Don Brianel of Macedon, that was 
with him · But when Don Bellianis, and Arſiles heard that he 
was the Emperour his father, greatly greeved, foʒ what with 
him befell them, and with eager fury, they ſet upon thole trai⸗ 
terons Knights.

ſtrike off his head. he Pzince Don Bellianis that ſaw his 1 
ther in that extreamity,diſmounting in all hat went ta ſutcoz 
him, but ere he came Don Gallaneo, as on whom his death 
would highly advantage wounded him on the head, and the

diſcharged them on his head: ſo that he foꝛ that time not able 


to dzab him from under his hoꝛſe, with one blow overthꝛew

but bloudy crueltp, abhozring all god © decent oder Lot equall 
Martiall diſeipline, ſo doubled his undant ed courage in him⸗ 
ſelt, ſtrook at one of the Giant; heads,who thinking to defend 
it by crolling his Pace over his Mehne, | had it cutte 
clean in two, hard by the handle, and the furious ſwozd 
lighted on the hozſe girts that lay on the@mperoz,that cutting 
them ef on both fives, he gave his kather liberty to dꝛaw his 
leg away,pulhinc the hozſe away froinhiin quickly, aroſe, vet 
very wearp, and ſeeing how Don Bellianis with one five, how 
he reached one of the defozmed Giants with great ſtrength 
upon his thigh he felled him to the ground, and how with an 
ather he maintained a hot fight. And he alls ſaw th:t Don 
Brianell and Arſi led, with eight Knights that came out of the 
Calfle to ſuccour them, were in a fierce battell with the o⸗ 
ther Giant and knights. And that Arlileo being buſted with 
the Giant, the other knights being in number greatly infe- 
riour to their enemies, were by them put to the wozfe:where- 
foze the Emperour went to aid them: as ere he arrived the 
Giant and Arſileo having cloſed,viſmopunted each other, that 
the Gyant leaving his kost in the ſtirrop, Arſileo ſpurred his 
hoꝛſe back ward, making him run away, and dꝛag - maſter 
after him, who within a while bzeathed his laſt. And ſo he 
turned with the Emperour conragioufly to help their com- 
panions, and arrived when their adverſaries were little able 
to make them longer reſiſtance ſpecially becauſe Don Belka- 
nis had flain the other Giant: At which inſtant arriving 
where he was, ſcarce terine of them remained with life, 
which to ſave themſelves fled into the Woods.

Done after theEmperoz ſaw the adventure en 
ded to his high honour, he rendꝛed immoztall 
WIPE, thanks to the almighty fo; his delivery . and 
with the newes he had of his der ſonne and 
ä couſn, nothing regarded his wounds, wheres 


upon the king of Hungaria ſaid; have a care dꝛead Soveraigne 


to cure your wounds, if vou will enjoy the victozy you have a⸗ 
chieved,foz it will be no ſmall thing to eſcape with life being 
ſo pitoouſly wounded- My joy is lo great,anſwered the Em⸗ 
pero2 , that were it not moderated with ſeing theſe Knights 
go with ſuch dangerous woounds, in my defence and delivery 
from this dayes perrill, that only were a ſufficient remedie to 
heale me without further cure.

Wounded to be convaid to the Citp, he returned to the Caſtle, 
leaving the King of Hungaria to make pꝛoviſion of all neteſ⸗ 
aries, and him'elt was laid in his bed: here his wounds bes 
ing dzeſſed,his ſurgions thoughtitimpoſſible he ſhould without 
great hazard of his life eſcape them. 


Wherat the people ſozely grieved,chiefly ſ&eing 5; a while 


after he was dzeſſed,thzongh the intollerable pain of the woud 
in his head, he ſpake many things without reaſon, as a man 
diſtract of ſence,and half lunatick,which was judged as fokes 
of his death, ſo that noe dared to cary any ſuch tidings to Con⸗ 
ſtantinople. But thus fearing his untimely end, there came a 
damſel to the King of Hungary, that having cauſed the wound⸗ 
ed knigh ts to be conducted to be cured, reſted greatly diſcon⸗ 
tent foz the Emperours danger, and with a merry ſemblancs 
ſaid to him.

met, and with incredible ſwiftnes running at him ſnacht him 
twirxt his ſtrong arms, and as he were a little child pluckt him 
from his ſadle, and impatiently goveyned by his parſent fuce 
ſtept to the bꝛidge ſide , and over it fumbled him down into 
the river, where thzongh the weight of his armeur he was 
ſtraight overwhelmed,leaving the beholders ſo amazed at the 
dced that the Soldan cryed out, Wh immoztall Gods, what 
mighty ſtrength is this in one night: It is wonderful great 
(ſaid Don Gallaneo) that was ſomething wioved ſeeing him, 
and moze circumſpealp looking on him thsught that was the 
deviſe of the novell knight at Conſtantinople: yet he donbfed 
it, being ſo far diſtãt thence, not imagining he wold come thi⸗ 
ther, by reaſon of the difference of religion.

The 
Sophie ling one of the Giants comming againſt him, ſaid. 
Take a lance(ſir knight)foz you will greatly need it in this 
jouſt pzeparing fo vꝛou. It is myCountries cuſtome ( moſt ex- 
cellent Lcd) that the knight which in zufting befoze a king 
oz Emperour,looſeth his incounter, thzough the little valour 
of his wozth.may not untill he have ended the battell take a⸗ 
nother,which makes me now againſt my neceſſity ride with- 
out it:and ſo pzancing and with great courage managing his 
Yozſe,he ſpurd againſt the Giant, ho not mindi ng to leave 
his lance, though he ſaw the Pzince without any, pꝛickt a 
gainſt hem, but he dzawing his lwozd befoze they met, cut — 
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fivo,and ſtepping aſide with his hoꝛſe let him palls in ſuch an 
amazement , that miſſing wherean to hit and ſtay himſelf, 
ran headlong foꝛzwards, end at laſt Yoz's andall tumbled 
down, the Giant reſting ſoꝛe battered with the terrible fall : 
and the Pzince ſceing it, ſet hunſelf in his place expeding the 
reſt of his adverſaries:againſt whom came the Knight that 
| firſtjuſted with Don Brianell, k ſtaying foz him, at the inſtant 
he would encounter him with his Lancz, leapt aſide with his 
Yozſe, making him loſe his ſtroke and with great fury ture 
ning upsn him,Mmatcht his lance out of his hands, and there- 
with with one blow feld him to the earth, and returning to his 
place, bʒandiſhed it with great joy: The lookers an had almoſt 
perſwaded themſelves to dzeam with the ſight of ſuch admi⸗ 
rable exploits. I he Duke was ſo ravithed with gladnefle.that 
he knew not what to ſay,to whom the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora ſpake. 
What think you (Sir) of the Knight in the tawny armour? 
What may I think oz ſay? ( ſaidhe ) but that in no time noz 
age of men, were never like heroick actions perfozmed: and if 
he can ſo well uſe his ſwozd, as he can his lance mounted 
an his courſer,J doubt not but without impediment, we ſhall 
paſſe the baidg.

gyant bzake his lance on Don Bellianis ſhetld: which yding 
on it made him a great wound, whence iſſued much bloud. 
The Pꝛinte ſtruck in ſich manner, that piercing his ſhield 
and armour, mightily wounded him on the bzeaſt ; and both 
meeting with their hoꝛſes, the giant meaſuredhis length on 
the earth © thePzinces hoꝛſe ſet both his knees on the ground 
wherewtth he reſted ſo amazed, that he had not the remem⸗ 
baance to ſpur him.

HE PDiiinces 
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Pzinceſſe Perſaana, after their greetings. came thither to 
know the conference between him and the Knight: ſo did the 
Pꝛincoſſe Aurora and the reſt of the companp, who were en⸗ 
tertained with ſuch courteſie, as ik they were known to be the 
5:2. poers of the woꝛld. At length the Pzinceſſe Perſiana 
thus ſaid tothe Pꝛinceſs Aurora.

ver merit any of theſe favozs,,erceptin couting me, as one of 
pour meanelt ſervitozs. Then were thele greetings inter- 
rupted by Don Briancil,and the reft,that received him with 
no leſſe courteſies and embzacings, then if he were their ge⸗ 
neral commander, eſpecially the Duke who needs would wel- 
tome him on his knees though he knew not his high deſcent, 
ſave that he acknowledged he had by his means repoſleſt his 
whole eſtate and life, and with inſinit gladnes he thus began.

The like timerouſnes 
ſurpꝛized the Bnights,beholding the manſtrouſte of the dza- 
gon 5 they durſt not appꝛoach to ſe what he was: et ſeeing hs

lighted at the Court gate, and having none to hold his hozſe, 
Don Contumeliane ſaid, give your ho ta my Page, who 
Gall look unto him: Foz though you know me not, vot am 3 
bound to do pcu any ſervice, Don Bellianis requiting his 

courteſie, did as he requeſted, and ſaid. Such favozs (ũir 
night) cannot hut pzeſage a happy ſucteſſe to mx enterpaiſe, 

And taking him by the hand. palſed into a lõg Gallery, where 
they ſent the Soldan woꝛd ol their comming, craving acteſſe 

to his pzeſence : which granted, they entred, and kound him 

talking with the King of Ciprus,who then with his bzothers 

began to arm themſelves foz the fight highly rejoicing, ima⸗ 

gining their entcrpaiſe ended afſuring themſel ves p five hũ⸗ 

dꝛed godRnights were not able to withſtand them in field. 

And when they aw thoſe Anights enter in ſo rich armour 

and apparell, with ſuch gallant diſpolition they much pꝛaiſed 

them. They being befoze the Soldan, kner led on the ground, 

demanding his pzincely hands to kiffe them, who courtecuſly 

tok them up, and embzaced them, and ſaid they might utter 

what they would, and what they came koz: whereto Don Bell

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anis replied. Command(dzead Lozd)the Duke Alfiron to bee 
ſent foz,and then you ſhall know what we require. The Sol⸗ 
dan ſent fo2 him ſtraight, who came guarded with a thouſand 
armed men. And not knowing the cauſe of his ſending foz, 
was very ſozroswful, ſæing that day to be the laſt of his pzefir-

pion to defend his right by fight. Don Bellianis ſging him, 
with an audible voice, p all might hear him ſaid, Poſt migh- 
ty Saphy of Syconia,and imperious Doldan, oł this areatPec- 
ſian Mona chy, know A am called ths Solitary knight, ik my 
name have ever penetrated your ears, ſon unto the King of 
r henicia, w)o wandzing about the woꝛld in ſearch of ſtrange 
adventures. have by chance arrived in this your Ringdome, 
whers J h-ard the occaſion th.t the King of Ciprus,vtherwiſe 
named the Giant Felliſtone the fierce, hath made againſt the 
Duke Alfron the courtedus, and other Knights of his com⸗ 
panp, as alſo againſt thy daughter the beauteous Perſiana, tou⸗ 
ching the death of the pꝛince of Ancioch, who he ſaith they tre⸗ 
cherouſiꝑ flue: q do wel know the — ers his 

memoꝛp doth not compzehend any rememt | 
toward me) and am aCured he would da nothbue-a==# the | 
laws and duties of a good knight. But᷑ to be — am retdl⸗ 
vedto undertake, z fight the cobat ſoz him, if he hath none to 
do it, t J intreat him fo grit me. Foz though A deſerve not 
he ſhauld truſt me with ſo great a charge, yet my indeavoz + 
his juſtice herein, ſhall ſupply my wit. The whole aſſembly 
much admired him, jndging he was of no little valoz,y durſt 
cobat with ſo tetrible z defoaned giiits,though they mightily 
doubted his victozy. The Soldan was ſoze grieved , thinking 
every ſmal let to be great, accoꝛding to his deſire fo ſee that 
matter, ended as he wold & willingly would he give 5 city to 
be fully revẽged on the Duke.

time fo know it? Me have not effecually learned it ſaid ſhe) 
but it is thought the Solvi imagined he was in love with the 
Pazinceſſe:and leaft he ſhould attempt any thing againſt her 
hon9z,commanded him to leavs his Kingvome, being the ve⸗ 
ianteſf Knight then known in the whole vaiverſalt wozld.

And fez that 
all the Citis was up in armes that un, there was no regard 
taken of the,thinking they went ts guard the pailace,whither 
being come, and finding the guard afozefaid , they began cry- 
ing Phenicia, to aCault wich ſuch furie, that they unhozſed as 
bove two thouſand at the firft incounter. But they percet- 
ving the deceit , gathered themſelves together inlluch ſozt, 
chat the fight on bath ũdes, waren moſt hloodie, with þ death 
of an inſinit number of men: though thzough the nights obs 
lc urite, it could not be diſcerned, yet by theſe cryes. knew they 
ene another: foz the Soldans men had their wafchwozys a⸗ 
mong them, whereby the vattell ſill continued very fierce 
delending ſo.couragioufly the entry, that foz all Don Brianell 

and Arfileo perfozmed wonders, vet their men could win no 
advantage:whereupon they determined fo alight on fost, to 
do it moze eaſily,when ſuddainly there were bought ſo many 
lights that one might well know the other. The Pzince Don 
Bellia nis no ſoonerheard the outcrpes but caſting his mantle 
about his arm dzew his ſlwoꝛd, x veſceded the ſtayrs but ere he 
was at the foot of them the guard beſet him, eſpecially the 
Captaine, that would ſhave given him a dangerous blow, on 
the head, to have cleaved it in twarne, had not he taken it u⸗ 
pan his ſwozd where with he cut his leg in two, but ere he 
fell on ths: ground (Don Bellianis defending himſelle of the 
other knights blows)dzew the Captaine to him by ths ſheeld 
that he toke it fro him. and ſteping backe. buckled it about 
his arme. and W them he — ſo bzave,x ſo cruellia fight as 
ik as great a were with him, but 5 plaee being ſem, 
what narrow. — all their blowz-upd his ſwozd, c held 
his being ſo deadlꝑ, chat in little time he had thzowne downes 
dead above thirty knights: whole huge i monſfrous wounds, 
would make any afraid to ſa them, ſo opꝛeſt the others, that 
their clamoar t outcryes,ſ\emed to aberwhelme y Pallace. 

The nnights being with the fears of death diſmaid, and

The Knights put themſelves befoze the Soldan to defend 
him, which don Bellianis ſeeing, redsubled his rage, t maugre 
their fozce ſet ſo furtoufly upon them that as a wolf among a 
a troop of ſheep he beat them down together who not able to 
reſiſt him, made him large way to paſſe by them, which he did 


to revenge himſelt at full on the @oldan.Whoſeeing him ſs 


determinate come againſt him, retire to a window falling 


over a garden, th ꝛough which foz his beſt ſafeguard · he caſt 


himſelf down,that accozding to the fal it was a great wonder 
he beat not out his bꝛains. et it bʒuiſed all his bodp, and dil⸗

The Pzince don Bellianis would have done ſo, ſuch was his 


hate againſt the Soldan, but determined firff, to end the

gut of the Pallace , and thzuſting himſelfe in among them, 
found his compantons, that had fozced the @oldones men 
to retire back te the ſtaires, which they defended like them 
that erpected the fearfull Kroke of death: ſo that Don Bellianis

that they thought ſo great a number behind as befoze, which 
fo bereft them ol their ſontes that how to reſolve, they knew 
not, tilt the death giving wound, pierſt their daunted hearts, 
that molt of them refed wounded and dead. The Dukes 
ſouldiers ſeeing this, began to ſack;and rob the pallace: the 
ranſacking of whoſe treaſurie, was their chiefeſt hope of gain 
Don Bellianis and Ariko in the meane time ruſht into the 
Pꝛinceſſe Pcrkanaes Chamber, who befoze her, ſtemed very 
grie ved and being by the Pzince ſeene, he alond ſaid. It 
behwves thee, Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana, to go with mee, in recom- 
pence of the wzongs, and impaiſoument your father put mee 
in, againſt Laws and juſtice c thereupon toke her betwirt 
his armes, and ſome other Knights did ſo, by two oz tree of her 
Ladies:whoſe lamentable ſhaikes made the Pallacs to eccho 
with the nopſe.

Thereupon Don Bellian/s commanided the Trumpets to 
ſound the retreat, to withdzawe the Souldiers, and meeting 
with the Kings of Armenia and Tiſſifamy, led. them to their 
owne quarters, which they could hardly do, being ſo given 
to the ſpoile. But being united tagether, Don Bellianis char⸗ 
ged the Duke, Captains to conduct their men ta their mai⸗ 
ers Citie, that was in the kingdome of Perſia, which they 
did with great haſt, ſeeing their enterpziſe ſo happily ſuc- 
ceeded.,and alſo,becauſe there was above 40. thouſand men 
armed there. And themſelves having no guides,ffated win 5

appearing of the Sun, they were hard by the place where the

Don Bellianis, and his com- 
pantons,on their fide, overthzew above fixty to the ground 
dead: and th:ufting themſelves among their enemies, that 
they ſeemed like ſo many furies fent foz their utter deſolatiõ. 
But the adverſe numbers were fo many , that the dead no- 
- thing diſcouraged the living, eſpecially foz that Coroliano ſo 
animated them, that it map be ſaid he only upheld the battel. 
-WUhich Arlileo ſeeing, tk a Lance from one of his company 

and made againſt him, Coroliano did the like and met lo 60 he 
rioully, that theiy chields andarmour were pierced, and them⸗ 
felves reſted andhozſeback ſozely wounded , then dzawing 
their ſtrong ſ\wozds, fozced eachother at every blow to bow 
their heads to the Saddle pummell. 

- While they were thus in light, Don Bellianis men thzounh 
his ſtrength (and their enemies having no other captain but 
the other) began to win ſome ground, with ſuch laughter of 
both lives, that naither part inight well boaſt of the victozy 

in the end. Which thing,when Boralds perceived, would 

us longer ay noꝛ expect any wozd from his bzother,but like 
an arrowſent from a ſtœled bw. maketh his \wift way 

'thzough their airy paſſage, ſs he with his freſh Battalion, ſet 
againlt his adverſaries, 4 loking on whom he might with 
moſt honour bꝛeak his lance, eſpied the King of Armenia, that 
with diveliſh rage maſſacred his men, againſt whom reſting 

his ſp2ar.overturned him there with, doing the like to the R. 

ol Teflifamy on whom he bzake his ſpear. Whereat with a 
loud voice, he incouraged his fainting ſouldters, commanding 
tem to ſpare none of the ir tives, that had committed ſuch 
rebellious treaſon. And ſo paſting along he met the Duke Al⸗ 
firon, who diſchargen upon one another the fury af their cut⸗ 
ting won, that Boraldo received i little wound on the head

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Boraldo not ſtaying there paſſed foʒw ird, pꝛoud of the blow 
that he gave.

to ſcaꝝ their meu they began to retire back: whicy when the

Pere then arrived v oraldo, and ſeing hi s bꝛother in ſuch

ked foward him gave him ſo mighty a blow backward on 
the head, that cutfing his helm, it made a grie vous wound, 
and had like to have fallen having altogether loft his ſences.

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and Aurora, ſeemed moze dead then alive. But at this time» 
from the other ſide of the valley, there appeared the number 
of 4000, knights well appsinted, which made foward that 
place: from whence there was a Knight ſent to know on 
whoſe behalf they came,who a far off diſcerned him to be the 
touragious ꝛince Don Contumehano of Phænicia whoſe are 
moꝛ they very wel knew (as is ſe id:) Which greatly greeved 
the Soldans men, judging, that of necellity he would be a- 
gainſt them, and on the contrary, the Duke alfirons troops 
were very glad thereof whoſe appzoach revived the ſoꝛrowful 
Ladies. And the Duke aloud cried, courage courage, bzave 
Anights, and ammate your f.inting fozces,againft your fear⸗ 
frighted adverſarfss, foz the admired honour of time won- 
dꝛing Chi valrp, commeth in your aid. Which he nothing 
miſlaid, foʒ in the whols tampthere was none that excelled 
him, except him that in dilguiſed habit had ſubjugated his 
heart, with great courteſte and bounty, which is the true ho 
nour of all bzave knights. He now being cons ts the dange⸗ 
rotis skirmiſh ;bzavely overthzew a knight, and dꝛawing 
him apart, infcamed himſelf by him of all that he deſired ta 
know and turning to his followers, that were all ſubje as 
unto the Duke Alfiron ot whom at Don Contumelianc's com⸗ 
mand, a great multitude had befoze gone to Perſepolis, from 
Bollera to aid the Duke if their help he ſhould need, who ha⸗ 
ving here met the foure thauſand, united themlelves toge- 
ther, ſo bzadely aſſaulting them, that in the coꝛner of the hi! 
were fighting.that not daring longer to ſtap turned their 
backsand fled toward their other contpanp, where the furious 
battell ſtill continued, entring by that ſide where Don Bel⸗ 
lianis was, kill ing his hozſe under him, and he bꝛuiſed with 
the great fall, roſe up in ertream danger of his life, foꝛ his 
men began to give back, which fozced him with meer ſtrͤgth 
and ſole labour of his valour, to withſtand the adverſaries fu⸗ 
ry laying on all ſides to get a hee. 

But his enemies ſing him to be their only deſtructon, 
rucht in multitudes upon him, no moze fearing his death⸗gi⸗ 
1 21 ving 
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ving-\wo2d, then if he had that day hurt none. Whereby 
though many died by him, pet was he ſo2elp wounded both 
with ſwoꝛds lances, foꝛ though they we re not great, by rea- 
ſon of his good armoꝛ, vet thꝛough divers places there iſſued 
infinite blood. 

But his adverſaaies eager of rebenge, pꝛocured nought | 
but his death, inſomuch that they would offe cloſe their eys 
and fall uvon him, becauſe they would not ſee his ffrokes, x 
had not he leapt ſometimes here, and ſometimes there, ſome 
one would have got him fat,which if they did, he greatly ha⸗ 
zarded his life. | 

Pet he could not ſo defend himſelf, but that at laſt ſomes 
50 of them deſjaſing death, fell upon him together, laving 
faſt hold on his armes, wherein it behoved him to ue his 
ſtrength, only to get from them, Ricking ſpurning with his 
keet, that in the end, he fell down with above half of them up⸗ 
on him, and ſeeing hlmſelfin ſuch danger, having there re⸗ 
ceived above ten wounds, ſuddenly ſtept away riſing on his 
feet on the other fide, beſtowing deadly blows on all ſives, 
that there aroſeſuch great and mighty clamozs,andout-cries | 
that the reſt of the battell was nothing to this fight incou⸗ 
raging one another only to kill that Kage, whoſe death 
depended their victozp. 8 

In this ſeaſon arrived here the Pointe of Phenicia, with 


his coinpany that came in pucſuit of thoſe that led, and hea- 


ring there that great noiſe. ſo baavely.ſet upon them , that 


they unhozſed above 2000. knights, with which fury, the 


Paince pꝛeſt thꝛough them, til he came where the Knight of 
of the golden image was, whom he knew ( tho! h he never 
ſaw him) by the deviſe of his chield and ſeeing him do ſuch 
wöders, faid to himfelf,that not without cauſe he enjoyed the 


name, & deſerved to be called the ſole-wozthy of admired chi⸗ 


valry:e being about to alight to give his hozſe unto Don Bel⸗ 
lanis, the mighty Boraldo came thither, to ſuccoʒ his men 
that here loſt their gotten vantage, which they did net on the 
other e be valiantly had withſtood the te the

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Pꝛintes Don Brianel and Arſileo,. And eſpying that Knight, 
ſtraight knew him by his armoz.thinking him to be he had 
flainthe King of Cyprusand fearing his-fa2ce;purft not like 
t good Ruight confront him face to fate, ſuppoſing that in a 
battellany thing was tolle rable raiſed himſelf on his ftir- 
rops, and with his hãds behind his back, gave him ſo huge a 
b low, that it made him bend his head lower then his hozſes 
ears. Which Den Beilanis perceiving, having known the 
pꝛinte and thinking he would have fallen from his hozfe;ran 
to help him. But the Pzunce Don Contumeliano loſing no 
whit of his high vals2,at ſuch blows returned upon him, w 
hrs ſwoꝛd hoiſted aloft, determining at that blow to part his 
head in two. The other w like intent came alſo upon him, ⁊ 
at one inſtant diſthargen their rage an each other, that Con- 
tumeliano Was lie tu fal. But Bora ldo loſt his ſentes. The 
 Pzince ſetonded anpther that there with her tumbled from 

his hoꝛſe, and alighting to cut off his head, unlaced his helm, 
found him in ſuch tale, that he udging him dead. let him 
lis though it had bien better foz him, ther to have made him 
ſute, then fo2 his after harm to give him his life, as this hi- 
ſtoꝛy diſcourſeth. And going to the Knight. of the Golden 
Image with great courtefie thus ſaid. Mount upon this my 
hozſe ( moſt haughty Knight, uſurper of anat hers heart) and 
follow the victozy, o2dained by the Gods, to all vour happy 
and glozisus ads. 

The night of the Golden Image replied. Leave nof 
pour hoꝛſe foꝛ me(high and renowned Pzince )fo2 though J 
in this battell do miſcarry there is un in reſpect of 
your royal perſon how much the mo28 thavthe knights hoꝛſe 
whom vou have ſtan ſufficeth me. And ſo mounting on Bo- - 
raldos hozſe, the Phenician inte did the like upon his own, 
together ſo overturned the fury of the fight that thzongh 
want of an infinit number of the Soldans men, his captains 
began toveldthe leid. Which their adverſaries ſeeing ſo 
hotly renewed their decaying fozces;that their enemies, were 
cenſtrained ko ſave their a 9 the reined liberty

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to their hoꝛſes, in which flight, being bꝛavely purſued, there 
was an innumerable number alain, that after the fight was 
found that of the Soldans men were lain above 25 thou 
ſand, Mith not above two thouſand loſſe on the Dukes be⸗ 
half.

Parry if that were ſo (replied Don Brianell, J had there 

loſt my life. being unable to defend it. The Pzince arhleo, 
and the Pꝛinceſles diſturbed this conference, comming ts 
greet Don Bellianis, where they renewed their thanks. 
Which done(their men having rãſackt their enemies camp 
the two Mings. the Pꝛinteſſes, Don Bellianis, with the Pꝛince 
Arſileo, the Phænician Pzince, and the venturous night, di⸗ 
reed their way towards Bollera, by the ſame diſcourſing of 
many things. Don Bellianis being of opinion they ſhould re- 
turn and ſack Perſepolis, which they might eaſily have done,

Theſe Knights having cloſely hid themſelves,erpeced the 
dark nights appꝛoach and the cloſeſt that they might, depar 
ted thence hawing not entred into the City. e by-the pale re- 
fect of the GP men, loking about the field fo; the bodies 
of coroliano and Boraldo to carry them ta verſepolis\, did at 
laſt find them. corol:ano being in perfettſence, but voraldo 
pet tay in his trance being pit eoully wounded and ext ream 
faint with the loſe of much moze blood then his bꝛother: and 
ſetting them on hoꝛſeback with two knights behind to guide 
them came ths nert day to perlepolis, where intompa rable 
was the lamentable griet, generally of all, al i participating 
of the pꝛeſent loſſe,and certainly accozding'to their grie vous 
clanteurs and languichin⸗ cries, their adverſaries had they 
coms upon them might oalily have taken and ſackt the city, 
fo2 being overwhelmed i in bloudy tears bzeaking from their 
hearts that they knew not one another.

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Don Rellianis at that time, thinking his adverſaies Erength 
increaſed moꝛe and moze,moze furious then a furions Beare, 
having loſt none of his foꝛzmer rage, ſtrok at him ſo huge a 
blom, that cutting his ſhield in ewo,it tumbled to the ground, 
with a peecs of his Helme. But the Emperoꝛ ſtroke at him 
belob his Yield that cutting his armo2 , it alſo pierced his 
coat of male, wounding him two fingers deepe in his right 
ſide, and entering Win him, with a furious thauſt, penetrated 
all his armoꝛ to the fleſh fo2cing him to give back two z 
there ſte ps, and ſeeing that was the time, wherein he (hould 
ſhew the utoroſt of his mighty foꝛees letting fall the remnãt 
of his ſhield, would with both his handshave ſtrooke him 
on the head. But Don Bellianis ſeeing the cutting ſwozd de⸗ 
ſcend with ſuch fur ie, ſpurred his hozſe foꝛwards, and clofing 
W hint ere he could diſcharge his blow ,tooke him twirt his 
ſtrong armes, and lifting him out of his ſadvle, ſhaking the 
ſtirrops from his own f:et,he leapt with him on the groũd, 
where he opened both armoꝛz and fleſh with one mighty blow. 
But overcome with rage, both at one times raiſed their ſii- 
ting woꝛds, which falling with th ſtrength, the Empero2 
had the buckles of his helme cut, which fell on the earth, and 
the ſwoꝛd doſtending on his left arme, it made hun there a 
gri evous wound, But Don Belitanis was ſo aberladen with 5
